Wasted Food and Leather 


United States Fisheries Bureau Is 
Indignant 


One hundred and fifty “blackfish” 
(or about that number) ran ashore 
and were stranded on the beach of 
Nantucket Island recently, , 

This becomes more _ interesting 
when it is understood that blackfish 
are not fishes at all, but small whales 
from fifteen to forty feet long and 
weighing from one to three tons 
apiece, 

They were driven up on the beach 
by fishermen and allowed to die 
there—just for sport. No use was 
made of them, ‘The huge carcasses 
simply rotted and poisoned the air. 

The meat of these whales was 
worth in the market twenty-five 
cents a pound. Their hides, for leath- 
er, were worth eight cents a pound. 
The oil derivable from their jaws (the 
finest known for certain lubricating 
purposes) was worth $8 a gallon, 

This is “conservation” Massachu- 
setts style. Naturally the United 
States’ fisheries bureau is indignant. 
So likewise the food administration. 
But what can they do about it? 

In 1879 1,500 blackfish ran ashore 
at Provincetown, near the tip of Cape 
Cod. They all went to waste. No- 
body had the gumption to turn them 
to any. useful account. 

The blackfish is a silly mammal. 
If one of a herd happens to run 
ashore, the others will follow it. 
Two or three men in a boat, getting 
outside of a bunch of them and 
banging on tin pails and  shoutin 
can so frighten them that they will 
all rush for the beach and become 
hopelessly stranded.

More Particulars About the Ancient 
Gun Captured by the British 


An interesting trophy from Meso- 
potamia is now to be seen on the 
Horse Guards Parade, “This is a 
bronze Persian gun weighing about 
hve tons, which was captured by the 
British forces on their entry into 
Bagdad under Licut.-Gen. Sir Stan- 
ley Maude, K.C.B., C.M.G., D.S.O., on 
the llth of March, 1917, The king 
gtaciously accepted this gun from Sir 
Stanley Maude and the british forces 
in Mesopotamia, and desired that on 
arrival in England it should be plac- 
temporarily on the Horse Guards

“Shah Safi, the successor of Ab- 
bas the Great, reigned A: H. 1038- 
1052 (A. D. 1628-1642). Giv (mention- 
ed in the second verse) is one of the 
old Persian heroes of the ‘Book of 
Kings’ (Shuh-nama), and appears’ to 
stand here metaphorically for Persia,

In this way 
farmers in the west who have suf- 
fered from drought, hail or frost 
have been supplied wtih compara- 
tively clean, plump, vital seed that 
has very nratcrially increased the 
yields of oats, wheat and barley. 

The province of Quebec, which has 
always been a heavy buyer of west- 
ern seed stocks, has immensely pro- 
fited in the use of Marquis wheat, as 
well as oats. 

The maritime provinces buy large} 
quantities of sced grain. Growers] 
there have not realized so well on} 
the Marquis. wheat. The white Rus- 
sian variety. seems to suit their con- 
ditions best. 

Already the commission have 
made. provision for the needs of the 
west, next year, in securing 1,000,000 
bushels of Marquis wheat, and they 
have the authority to stop any car 
of oats from going east of Winnipeg 
which in any way will do for seed. 
Large areas of Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan especially will have to be 
provided for next spring. The seed, 
while. mostly sold in car load lots, 
may be mixed cars. ~ On less than 
car load lots the price is higher to 
meet the increased cost of trans- 
portation. Anyone can order’ seed 
‘whether dealer, government agent or 
private individual, C.O.D.

Damascus and Beyrout iLack of Disciplin 


Important Towns are.of Great An- 
tiquity 


Damascus, the capital of Syria, is 
an ancient town occupying a site of 
singular beauty, 57 miles from the 
seaport of Beyrout. 

The River Barada, the Abana of 
the Bible, intersects the city, in a 
deep, rapid current, averaging ~50 
feet wide; about 22 miles castward 
the river emptics itsclf into a lake, 
which, in the heat of summer, trans- 
forms itself into a morass, On the 
tiver’s northern bank is a large and 
comparatively modern city; but the 
whole of the ancient city, and the 
principal buildings are spread over 
the plain on the south, By an ad- 
mirable system of channels and pipes 
the river water is conveyed into al- 
most cvery house, supplying that 
first requisite of Eastern life and 
luxury. The orchards, gardens, vine- 
yards and ficlds of Damascus cover 
a circuit of at least 60 miles; their 
unrivalled: beauty and Iuxuriance is 
owed to the Abana. This river irri- 
gates over 300 square miles of land; 
the river Awaj, the ancient Pharpar, 
irrigates nearly 100 more. 

The history of Damascus reaches 
far back into the mists of antiquity. 
Josephus says the city was founded 
by Uz, the son af Aram; it was al- 
ready a noted place in the days of 
Abraham. In the centre of the city 
stands the great mosque, and near 
it are the grey battlements of the 
old castle. Tapering minarets and 
swelling domes, tipped with golden 
crescents, rise above the white-ter- 
raced roofs, 

The gardens and orchards encom- 
pass the whole city. 

The houses of the city belie the 
rough appearance of their exteriors 
and are within scenes of splendor, 
and the admiration of every visitor. 
The: population is estimated at 150,- 


The manufacturers of Damascus 
are principally silks, woollen and 
cotton cloths, gold and silver orna- 
ments, arms and houschold. utensils. 

In 1860 occurred the Moslem mas- 
sacre of Christians, when the whole 
of the Christian quarter was burned 
and 3,000 adult males murdered in 
cold blood. 

Beyrout, the most important sea- 
port town of Syria on the coast of 
the Mediterranean in the pashalic of 
Acre, is 57 miles northwest of 
Damascus. It is a place of great an- 
tiquity and may perhaps be identified 
with the Berothah of the Phoenicians. 
For a time, at least, it was under the 
supremacy of Sidon. ‘Destroyed by 
Trypho, the Syrian usurper, about 
140 B-C., it’ was restored. by the 
elder Agrippa about 41 A.D., raised 
to the rank of a Roman colony and 
adorned with an amphitheatre and 
various splendid buildings. . In the 
3rd century it became the seat of a 
school of jurisprudence which long 
maintained its reputation and was 
attended by several eminent men.

Severe Fuel Rationing for Hotels 
and Restaurants 


Well-lighted and heated hotels and 
restaurants will be unknown in Eng- 
land this winter. The rationing of 
hotcls and restaurants and the cater- 
ing trade generally, under the fuel 
and lighting order is being specially 
dealt with by the coal controller, who 
urges proprietors of these establish- 
ments to assist in every way by care- 
ful use of coal, gas and electricity, 
and asks the public to co-operate by 
not demanding fire and light that can 
possibly be done without. 

The coal controller points out that 
every form of display by means of 
lighting, though it may be more _ap- 
parent than serious, nevertticless is a 
subject of comparison and comment, 
and would set a bad example to the 
householders who are showing every 
intention to use less coal and light in 
their. homes, He asks for subdued 
lighting in lounge and dining rooms, 
for its abolition in show cases, and 
for the ban of multiple lights in bed- 
rooms. 

It is essential that giests should 
realize that hotels and restaurants 
are severely rationed for light and 
fucl, and it is confidently hoped that 
the public, by sound and sensible 
support, will help to put the national 
interests before comfort and luxury.

Bounties in 8. C. 


Prices and Regulations Adopted by 
Western Province 


Regulations have been adopted by 
an order in council of the lieutenant- 
governor of British Columbia provid- 
ing bounties as follows: Mature coy- 
otes $2, young coyotes $1; mature 
timber wolves, black or grey, $10, 
young timber. wolves $5; mature 
cougars $15; young cougars $7.50; 
big-horned owls or snowy owls $1. 
The head or carcass of the owl, and 
in the case of animals the pelt, must 
be produced. An applicant for a 
bounty, unless he be an Indian, must 
offer for inspection his firearms. li- 
cense or badge. Any person  pur- 
chasing a pelt from an Indian may 
obtain the bounty for the Indian by 
producing the pelt. Justices of the 
Peace or Bounty Commissioners are 
required to examine both ears of 
each pelt of every timber wolf or 
couger, and if a hole be found in 
cither ear the application for bounty 
is to be refused. If the ears are 
found intact, a hole is to be cut in 
the left ear, Any government agent 
can pay the bounty. on coyotes if 
the application and certificate, to- 
gether with the pelt, have been pro- 
duced.
